Tehama is situated at the crossing of 
the river, by the railroad; is an old 
town, that would be a large place if the 


agricultural lands in the region were not 


held so generally by large grant owners 
who keep the region more for the habi- 
eation of locusts than for men.

Red Bluff is twelve miles higher, on 
both railroad and river, the chief town. 
of Tehama county. It occupies the 
most pleasant position of any large 
town in the interior, and is to be a good 
permanent village. It has a superior 
school, and one good Presbyterian 
church and pastor, Rev. Mr. Mayhew. 
Also the Methodists and Baptists have 
church organizations, meeting only in 
the court-house or halls. 

Thirty-five miles te the north is the 


terminus, for the present, of the railroad, 


at a very pleasant location, where a 
new town is rising, called Redding. 
Here active steps have been taken for 
the gathering of the moral, intelligent, 
and refining elements into an independ- 
ent, scriptural church, and Rev. Mr.

They have but one Pro- 
testant church, the Methodist, in the 
place, and one Romish, a little out of 
town, rather tending to decay. All 
kinds of fruits at this hight grow in 
great abundance and- of fine quality. 
We wonder that along this great rail- 
road, with such excellent opportunities 
for raising and shipping these fruits, 
large numbers of men do not engage ex- 
tensively in fruit raising. We do not 
see why it might not be one of the most 
pleasant and also profitable of employ- 
ments in the world.

. A committee, appointed to draft a 
constitution and by-laws of a proposed 
State Temperance Alliance, reported a 
basis of organization, which, after spirit- 
ed discussion and various amendments, 
was adopted as follows; , 
I, This organization shall be 
known as the California and Nevada 
Temperance Alliance. 

Arricte II. Its objects shall be the 
promotion of temperance principles by 


all suitable means, and the securing of 


the best laws to that end. 

ArrictE III. This shall be a repre- 
sentative organization : | 

Section 1—Every county in the States 
of California and Nevada shall be 
formed into an auxiliary Alliance, and 
be entitled to send delegates to- this 
body at the rate of one for twenty mem- 
bers and every fraction of one or more. 
When desirable, two or more counties 
may join together, or one county sub- 
divided, at discretion of the Executive 
Committee of this Alliance. 

Section 2—-Every Temperance or oth- 
er organization, every Sabbath-school, 
every church, and évery community 
where such do not exist throughout the 
county, sympathizing with our objects, 
may be represented in the County Soci- 
ety at the rate of one for every ten 
members, or fraction of five or more. 

ArricLte IV,— 

Section 1—We believe the liquor traf- 
fic and drinking customs of soctety to be 
the greatest obstacle to the moral, 
social and financial welfare of the state ; 
that so long as they are permitted to 
continue unchecked, all attempts at re- 
form in any and every direction will be 
comparatively futile; that the sale of 
intoxicating drinks should be regulated 
and restricted by law to medicinal and 
mechanical purposes, in the same man- 
ner as other poisons. 


Section 2—We believe the time has 


fully come when it is the duty of all 
men who love morality, virtue and tem- 
nce to assert these principles at the 
ballot box, for the purpose of electing 
men to our Legislature favorable to the 
enactment of legislation in accordance 
with the principles herein announced. 
Section 3—We disclaim any intention 
of interference in, politics, except so far 
as to select men of probity, sobriety and 
temperance principles, without regard

ArticLE VII. This constitution may

As a repository of facts pertaining to 
the missionary work, this book must be 
considered of value. It is not, indeed, 
so full, hardly can it be said to be so re- 
cent, as the Gazetteer, prepared by Har- 


_vey Newcomb, some sixteen years ago. 


But probably, also, it is not more than 
half as expensive. The matter contain- 
ed in this volume is gathered under nine 
sections, viz: State of the world with- 
out the Gospel ; Missions and Societies ; 
Results; Means of Support; Divine 
Providence ; Literature; Eminent Mis- 
sionaries; Fields of Labor; Gleanings. 
The page is divided into two columns. 
Each sub-topic covers about one-half a 
page. The number of these sub-topics 
is 1178. It will be seenthat the amount 
of illustrative matter is very large and 
conveniently arranged. An index at 
the close supplies easy reference, Not 
so much prominence is given to Ameri- 
can missionary work as the American 
reader would choose to see. But we 
can conscientiously recommend this sum- 
mary view of the great field, which is

At home, promotion is to be 
made from grade to grade, solely on the 
ground of merit. ‘ Foreign’ students” 
are to be selected by competitive exam- 
ination—thirty from the colleges, who 
are to be allowed each $1,600 annually, 
and 150 from the secondary schools, 
who are to receive $1000 per year. In 
the primary schools no foreign language 
will be taught. In the higher schools 
students can pursue any three modern 
languages they may select. .

BY THE REV. A. L. STONE, D.D. 
AN EASTER MEDITATION, 

Let us take our places in the dusky 
twilight of the first christian Sabbath, 

near the sepulchre in which our Teed 
was laid after his crucifixion. That 
event occured on Friday—the day of 
preparation for the great Paschal feast 
of the Jews. ‘The next day was the 
Jewish Sabbath, and a high day, as it 
was the commencement of this chief re- 
ligious festival. The Jews, therefore, 
eager that their ancient laws should be 
observed, and that the Sabbath should 
not, be polluted by the presence of these 
bodies suspended on the cross, besought 
the governor that.the end of the execu- 
tion might be hastened, and the bodies 
removed from sight. In this punish- 
ment of the cross, life often lingered 


four or five days, and even longer. 
.When it was desired to.shorten this pro- 


cess, not in mércy to the victim, but 
for . other .reasons, the method was, to 
break the bones of the legs, depriving 
the frame, thus, of a part of its support, 
and so intensifying the suffering, that 


nature could not much longer endure it. 


This was the interposition for which the 
Jews applied. - Their request was grant- 
ed; and the soldiers of the guard per- 


formed their office upon the malefac-’ 


tors who Were crucified withJesus, 
But when they came to him, they. saw 
that he was dead already. Those ‘sol- 


diers_knew well the signs. It was no 
novel aspect to them: No need here for | | 
that final stroke that dismissed the ebb- 


occurs to. one of them to make assurance 
sure,” and standing near and beneath 
the form, he drives his spear up into ‘the 
side. A wide and deep wound. Wide, 
for it afterwards received the hand of 
Thomas ; deep, for it pierces the watery 
sack about. the heart, and drains the 
heart. itself.. Here, then was no swoon, 
no feigning of death. If the cross had 
not killed, the spear-thrust had _— 
mortal by itself. — 

It was a dead form, then, beyond all 
question and cavil, that Joseph of Arim- 
athea, bore away to his own sepulchre. 
This was a new tomb, hewn out of the 


solid rock, with only one entrance, and 


wherein no.man had yet been laid. How 
carefully all along is the evidence for 
the resurrection guarded ! 

_ And no sooner is the lifeless form de- 
posited in the rocky cell, than a new.so- 


Pharisees, and they flock together unto 
Pilate with another urgent request. 
sc Sir, we remember that that deceiver 
said, while he was yet alive, ‘ After 
three days I will rise again !’—Com- 


made sure until the third day, lest his 
disciples come by night and steal him 
‘away, and say unto the people, ‘ He is 
risen from the dead’ —so that the last 
error shall be worse than the first.” 
This application was made in the even- 
ing after the crucifixion—but as by the 
Jewish mode of reckoning time, each 
day began and terminated at sunset, it 
was already “the next day,” and the 
commencement of the Sabbath. Pilate 
consented: ‘“ Ye have a watch; go 
your way ; make it as sure as you can.” 
The Governor would like to be delivered 
from certain misgivings he has had on 
the subject of this criminal, and is more 


than willing that the matter should be 


thoroughly tested. “‘So they went and 
made the sepulchre sure, sealing the 
stone, and setting a watch.” Doubly 
“sure; trebly sure. A _ ponderous 
mass of rock closes the only entrance to 
the tomb. The vigilance of an armed 
guard watches this solid portal. And if 
the keepers should slumber, the bands 
that are gathered across the stone, joined 
with wax, on which is stamped the seal 
of office and authority, will betray all 
crafty tampering with the inviolability 
of the grave. Well thought of! Very 
wisely done! Most subtle and prudent 
men! Here in these ends of the earth, 
we thank you for your sagacity and 
forethought. You knew not under what 
obligation you were laying all true be- 
lievers. To your precautions we owe it 
that there is no link wanting in the 
chain of testimony that establishes the 
fact of the resurrection beyond all con- 
troversy. The solicitude of enemies 
makes sure of the death. The solic- 
itude of enemies makes the resurrection 
sure !
